“LECTIONS AND CoMMISSIONING OF OFFICERS 
The Election 


Following a recently inaugurated custom, we will preface 
*'e Annual Record of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company with a few comments on events occurring during the 
Captain’s Year. 


We do not intend to editorialize, but rather hope that 


in vears to come readers of another generation will find them 
of interest. 


The principal item of national concern was the occurrence 
of = minor economic recession. Naturally, the accompanying 
unemployment was a problem of considerable magnitude. The 
recession appeared to be caused by the consumer, who, caught 
in a constant wage-price spiral, gave up purchasing for a while. 


The stock market reacted, but not too violently, and as 
we entered 1958 things began to brighten up. By June con- 
fidence appeared to have returned generally. 


From a military standpoint, the launching of Sputnik 
by the Soviet Union appeared to be a scientific event of un- 
predictable consequences. This epoch-making act occured on 
October 4, 1957 when the Company was starting the Fall Trip. 
Naturally, the success of the Russians in completing the first 
artificial earth satellite caused considerable consternation, 
for we had believed the United States was leading this race. 
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Domestically, besides the recession, the country es = 
by integration problems. Gov. Faubus called out gs ne 
Guard in Little Rock, Arkansas, and President ret, 
sent federal troops to enforce school integration. oe ae 
was shed, but the entire situation was fraught with explosive 


possibilities. 


The United States Senate exposed racketeering in Labor 
and misuse of Labor Funds, leading to drastic action against 
the offenders. 

Historically, and of great interest to the Company, was 
the arrival of the Mayflower II in Plymouth. Our Company 


participated in this event as reported elsewhere in this Record. 


In general, it may be said that our Company ait 
good year and the Members look forward hopefully to the 
return of full prosperity. 

Once again, following Ancient Custom, we thank Al- 
mighty God for His Blessing during the year. 

And now to the Report of the Company.

THE THREE HUNDRED AND TWENTIETH 
FALL FIELD DAY TOUR OF DUTY 


Report or Fay Fiery Day CommitrtTse 


Your Committee left Boston the morning of July 20, 
1957 for Kingston, Jamaica, to make the necessary arrange- 
ments for the parade and banquet portion of the Fall Trip.

Response By His Excentency Joun M. Srow, C.M.G.: 

Officer Commanding, My Lord Bishops, Honorable Ministers, His 
Worship the Mayor, Officers and Members of the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company, it is a great pleasure and privilege for me tonight 
to respond to the Toast of The British Commonwealth of Nations, and 


at the same time to thank you, our hosts, for your wonderful hospitality 
this evening. (Applause) 
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I feel that in some ways it is entirely wrong that you our visitors 
should be laying on all this hospitality for us; but so you have ordained 
and we cannot quarrel with you, especially having had such a remarkable 
repast just now. We would indeed like to have seen more of you, but 
we are conscious of the fact that if we overstayed our welcome here 
tonight some 50 of the dignitaries of Jamaica will literally — not 
metaphorically — be at sea tomorrow morning. I see the Acting Chief 
Minister looking a little apprehensive. (Laughter) 


The British Commonwealth of Nations is forever changing and going 
forward to higher destinies, and very soon a new nation in the West 
Indies will be born and will be taking a respected and honoured place 
in that great association of free peoples. It is, therefore, very timely 
that you should visit us just at this time. 


In the evolution of your Commonwealth your ancestors have always 
had before them the vision of liberty and of democracy and of patriotism 
and a fundamental respect for human rights. Your ancestors in time 
past have felt the upsurge of nationalism; they have felt the same 
excitement as is being experienced here in the West Indies now as a 
new nation is being born. That fierce love of country, that real patriotism, 
was well expressed by your own Robert C. Winthrop some one hundred 
years ago in Faneuil Hall, that Cradle of Liberty, when he said that 
your country, however bounded, is still your country, to be defended 
with all your hands and to be cherished in all your hearts. 


As Americans, you are inspired by the same basic ideals as we are 
here in the West Indies; but in some ways I feel that your Common- 
wealth is rather closer to ours, mainly because of your great devotion 
to human rights. You were protagonists in the fight for the abolition 
of slavery, you were foremost in the field of education, you have always 
been leaders in patriotic endeavour. But I feel that while all those 
qualities will endear themselves to us, it is particularly your part in the 
struggle for independence — the fact that during the year 1760-1775 
Massachusetts’ history was really American history — it is that above 
all which has the greatest emotional appeal to us in the long and 
glorious history of your Commonwealth. 


When Massachusetts was called upon to select two of its long line 
of heroes for placing in Statuary Hall in the Capitol at Washington, the 
choice fell upon two. They were John Winthrop, the puritanical states- 
man, and, secondly, Samuel Adams, a leader in the struggle for in- 
dependence; and I think those two fittingly symbolize the sound basis 
and the fighting spirit of your Commonwealth. In the formation of 
that fighting spirit your Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company has 
played indeed an impressive part. It is, of course, as we all know here, 
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an offshoot of the London Company formed some one hundred years 
before the formation in the New World, and I have no doubt that 
some of the techniques which were brought over from the Old World 
to the New were turned to good advantage against their inventors on 
the battlefields of Lexington, Concord and Bunker's Hill. (Laughter) 
You now have the proud record of being the oldest military body in 
the New World, and I understand you have played a marvellous part 
in nearly every major war since your foundation. 


Of particular interest to me is the fact that four times you have 
visited London — the very heart and centre of the Commonwealth. 
Now, those visits are certainly no formalities, nor is this visit of yours 
here a formality. They are more than that. They are indeed a demon- 
stration that for better or for worse the destinies of your great Nation 
and The British Commonwealth of Nations are inexplicably bound to- 
gether. (Applause) 


Sir Winston Churchill in 1940 expressed this in magic words when 
he said, “English-speaking democracies will be somewhat mixed-up in 
their affairs for mutual and general advantage. Nothing can stop it. 
Like the Mississippi it keeps rolling along. Let it roll on in full flood, 
inexorable, irresistible, to broader lands and better days.” 


Sir, in the spirit of those words I would like to say how much we 
welcome your visit from the New World to what I may call “The New 
West Indies.” We respect your Ancient and Honorable Artillery Com- 
pany. We pay tribute to your Nation; and, finally, we wish you God- 
speed and a safe return to your native land. (Applause)

Resronsz By Tux Honovraste Anruur R. Rincwatrt: 


Good evening, Captain, My Lord Bishops, Honourable Ministers, 
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Ladies and Gentlemen . . . (Loughter) Oh! No ladies? I thought 
they were somewhere. No camp followers. I still think the ladies are 
about. 

I think it is entirely fitting that the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company should be here with us this evening. There are several reasons 
why they should be here. I would like to mention two above all. The 
first reason is that, if I am not mistaken in my history book which has 
always been at my side, Boston was host to the Worcestershire Regiment 
in the 1770’s. (Laughter) It is my impression, Ladies and Gentlemen, 
that Boston about that time gave a remarkable reception. I think in 
some terms it was called “The Boston Tea Party.” (Laughter) To those 
who are not familiar with The Boston Tea Party I shall give them a 
lesson afterwards. But I believe The Boston Tea Party was tight with 
a little Jamaica Rum. I am not quite sure. It may have been. 


Now, a second reason which is not generally known, Ladies and 
Gentlemen, is that in February 1703 an organized military unit from 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts visited Jamaica. There was, as 
they say in history books, one good foot company of volunteers which 
was sent here by Governor Dudley of the Commonwealth. Dudley wrote 
the then Governor of Jamaica — not that it was a long time between 
drinks as you might imagine — but that these volunteers were the first 
men in arms that “were ever sent out of the province — the then Province 
of Massachusetts — or from the shores of America. At that time 
Admiral Benbow had been mortally wounded in an indecisive warfare 
with the French and he had died the year before and was buried in 
Kingston Parish Church, which is not too far from here. 


The Massachusetts Volunteers were intended for a further expedition 
against the French, but apparently this was not undertaken. In June 
1703, according to a well-known historian and perhaps a predecessor of 
a distinguished guest present this evening — Mr. Cundall — a ship came 
with 4U0 recruits for the two regiments stationed here at the time. It is 
inferred that at least some of these people came from the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts. They were kept on board for four days by 
the Governor — exposed to hunger, to thirst, to the dews by night and 
excessive heat by day. This was so because the House of Assembly 
objected to so many soldiers having been summoned by the Admiral 
when the war with the French was about to be over. Apparently, “once 
bitten, twice shy,” for I see no lack of food tonight. No Yankee worthy 
of the name would be caught short a second time. Ladies and Gentle- 
men, I can feel a camp follower somewhere. 


Ladies and Gentlemen, it is my duty now to relate an incident which 
occurred on the occasion of the arrival in August last of an advance 
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party headed by Capt. Murphy himself to make preliminary arrange- 
ments for today’s memorable events. We had reached five minutes 
ahead of time the entrance to Up Park Camp where a barrier arrested 
us. (To Brigadier Collins) Don’t you smile, sir! A sentry came out 
smartly and asked our business. He did like this (showing how). He 
didn’t do it like this (showing how). It was not the usual kind of 
salute, but he did it that way. So I said that I was the United States 
Consul-General and that I was escorting an advance party of the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company of the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts to call on the Commanding Officer. 


Somewhat puzzled, the sentry retreated to the sentry-box and 
thought the matter over. He returned to my car a sccond time and he 
said, “And who did you say you were, sir?” 


I said that I was the United States Consul-General and that I was 
escorting an advance party of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts and that I was calling 
on the Commanding Officer, Brigadicr Collins, and would he allow me 
to come in. 


He scratched his head and he went back to the sentry-box and he 
thought it over. It may have been that he called somebody, but he 
came back a third time and he said to me, “And who are you really?” 


Well, sir, I think that is a good question. Who are the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts? 
This is one military unit which has literally beaten its sword into plough- 
shares. Actually, as ambassadors of goodwill they visit a prominent world 
capital almost every year, if not every year. Three years ago when I 
was in London they visited London. Last year they visited Brussels. 
Next year I understand they are visiting Reme. The fact that they 
have chosen Jamaica is a tribute to the incressed prestige brought to 
this tight little island here — so lovely, so gay. so hospitable, and so 
efficiently and energetically led. 


May the ties of mutual interest and sympathetic tolerance and 
understanding between my country and this biggest and bourgeoning new 
neighbour continue and strengthen year by year. I thank you. (Applause) 


Carrain Murpny: Thank you, Henourable Arthur R. 
Ringwalt. The only thing you have me doing now is to look 
over my right shoulder to find those camp followers. 


Buicapien-Generat Purema: Before we go on with the

Resronsrt By Tur Honovraste Nort N. NErHERSOLE: 


Captain Murphy, Your Excellency, My Lord, Members of the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company . . « 
(Bell and whistle sound over Ship's Speaker) 
. . . I do not feel abashed either by the sound of the bell or by the 
warning of His Excellency that a lot of officials might find themselves 
on the high seas in the morning. To tell the truth, I wonder whether it 
would not be a good thing for all of us. (Laughter) 


It is my pleasure and honour to reply to The Toast of Jamaica, 
and I am going to take my cue from the previous speakers, and I am 
going to take my text, if I might say so, from the saying plus ga change 
le plus le méme. You see, the association of New England States, of 
which Massachusetts claims to be an outstanding one, is a very close 
and long association with this country, and I think it might be divided 
into five sections. 


The first is the trading section, which goes back for centuries. And 
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just to give an indication of that, and just to show how things don’t 
change, I want to make reference to certain observations made by one 
Captain Benjamin Wright who, in the 18th century, was a very as- 
siduous representative of New England shipping to Jamaica. 


In those days we did a good deal of exchange of trade. We exported 
sugar, rum, molasses, pimento, ginger, coffee, arrowroot, dyewoods, hard- 
woods, hides, etce., and we got from those States, fish, staves, lamp oil, 
candles, and flour . . . and horses. And then, dealing with the horses 
. . . In 1768 — just to show that these things are quite the same — 
Capt. Wright wrote his principals and said that the horses Sometimes 
arrived in good condition; sometimes not. But on one occasion they 
were so old that they could scarcely walk. In the same consignment the 
sheep were sick and could not be disposed of. 


Then the same year, 1768, later in that year apparently, a schooner 
— must have been a pirate schooner or something like that, not one 
of the scheduled flights — came in; and he mentioned that they had a 
young man there, and he described him this way. He said the young 
fellow, in getting his pay whenever he disposed of any article, was very 
careful and very assiduous. He went on to say, “I do not despair but 
that the Yankee dollar will do very well here notwithstanding times at 
present do not seem anything inviting.” You see, times don’t change. 


In June of the following year he made a complaint to his principals, 
in Boston, I suppose, of the scarcity of cash. Apparently they had lost 
some money up there and they wanted him to pay for it down here — 
which does not have an unfamiliar sound at the moment — and he 
pointed out to his principals in connection with some of the improvident 
investments they had made up there ... He said, “If you happen to 
burn your fingers in Rhode Island I think it ungenerous to blame me 
for it in Jamaica.” He then went on to ‘point out to them that they 
should not send bad goods down here; and pointed out it was just as 


expensive for them to ship bad merchandise as good merchandise. 
(Laughter) 


Then the following year, in 1770, Mr. Lopez got a letter. He came 
from Newport in Rhode Island, which is a neighbouring state — and 
even the Massachusetts people recognize that state. (Laughter) He 
said he had not managed to sell all his codfish which had been very 
long on hand (laughter) and new fish was soon expected, but nobody 
wanted the old fish which was perishing fast. 


And in that same year, later, Mr. Henry Israel wrote to Mr. Aaron 
Lopez from St. Ann’s Bay (which is on the north coast), and he de- 
scribed the awful difficulties of an unorthodox Jewish family who were 
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not able to procure any quota of meat and asked them to send specially 
two large barrels of prime beef. And in the following year — this is 
very topical — Mr. Benjamin Allen, he wrote to say, cash is not on 
hand: payments are made in molasses or rum, and, in other words, that 
was the barter business when cash was scarce. 


Then in 1771 Capt. Benjamin Wright again. He wrote to his 
principals about the difficulties that they had put him in, because he 
pointed out that they had sent down a mate who left the brig and took 
away his servant and two more of his sailors, and a man named Daniel 
Watts, Esq., who was by profession a carpenter but a lousy one (laughter), 
who eloped before the long boat was finished. Then he complained, — 
I think quite reasonably — that they sent down a second mate who 
did not understand navigation. (Laughter) All this, you know, sir, is 
designed to show that things don’t change. (Laughter) 


Then in 1773 they sent a slave ship, but, of course, the cargo was 
mixed. There were a number of old men, but the boys went off very 
high. Then — this, of course, is very topical — on the 17th of September, 
1773, he wrote about his currency difficulties. “Great difficulties in pass- 
ing doubloons. Only johannes and dollars would answer.” 


And, finally, they came to the point where at a certain period in 
the history they started seizing ships, and Capt. Benjamin Wright found 
that the first ship that was seized fell into honest hands and was 
delivered to Lopez. The other two were libelled and contested. One 
was restored and the other, the most valuable, was condemned to the 
Connecticut Court of Admiralty. Mr. Lopez was appealing before 
Congress for redress, but on the 10th of May he wrote joyfully that 
he had recovered the vessel. I am afraid that the trading instincts of 
the 18th century are not very different from those of today. 


But another close identification with the New England States and 
ourselves is the banana industry, and that is the epic of Lorenzo Dow 
Baker who started it. Actually, a man named Bush was the pioneer 
but, as usual, the pioneers did not get their credit. Baker has got it. 
But he came in... oh! the middle part of the last century. He 
started the Atlantic Steamship Co. with a group of English capitalists. 
Then he started to ship bananas to America and then they started up 
the Atlantic Fruit Co. and the Boston Fruit Co. And then an original 
investment in 5 years parlayed from $15,000.00 to $500,000.00; and that 
was the origin of the United Fruit Co. I wish we had been in the 
original shareholding. (Laughter) And out on the eastern end of the 
Island, Capt. Baker with great prescience bought the harbour of Bowden 
for £3,000 and had tremendous difficulty in persuading his fellow share- 
holders to allow him to buy it for that sum. 
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The next feature which is an example of our association with you, 
sir, is the Catholic Church. It seems that the Catholic Church decided 
that the inhabitants of this country needed some reformation and so 
we were assigned to a thing called “the Province of Maryland-New York;” 
and in very recent years — apparently they could not carry on because 
they had bitten off more than they could chew — and now we are 
assigned to the Province of New England. All that that has meant really, 
is that an international situation has emerged whereby by a religious 
and peaceful infiltration a lot of Irishmen came into this country via 
Boston, and it was not until the present Bishop (McEleney) came in 
here that the balance has been redressed. 


(Voice on Ship’s Speaker: Attention, please! All visitors are kindly 
asked to leave the ship. [Laughter] Attention, please! All visitors are 
kindly requested to leave the ship. (Laughter]) 


And, finally, Captain, we have your Honorable Company, and that 
is by far the best thing ever, for it is because you are here and it is 
because we like you to be here that we have enjoyed your hospitality 
so much. We hope and are confident that our associations with you and 
with the New England States, but particularly with the Honorable Com- 
pany, will continue; and all I can do in this state of emergency of 
departure is to enjoin you to return as soon as you find it convenient 
to do so. (Applause) 


Caprais Murruy: Thank you, The Honourable Noel 
Nethersole. Perhaps we had better find out whether or not 
they are really serious about this.

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WASHINGTON’S BIRTHDAY BANQUET 
ArTERNOON OF Fesruary 22, 1958 

Captain Murphy called the dinner to order promptly at 
2 P.M. The invocation was given by our Chaplain, Rev. 
Frederick B. Kellogg. 

It was learned with great regret that for the first time 
in many years the Governor would be unable to attend our 
luncheon. Our Commander-in-Chief, Gov. Foster Furcolo, had 
been taken ill in Washington and had been hospitalized there. 

In his stead, Lt. Gov. Robert Murphy attended. Mark 
Furcolo, the Governor’s oldest son, made a brief speech and 
apologized for his father’s absence. 

The speaking program started about 3:30. Captain 
Murphy pointed out that our Washington’s Birthday luncheon 
had a dual purpose, first to honor George Washington and 
secondly to honor the Governor. The Captain said he felt that 
we had in the past been apt to pass over Washington rather 
lightly, so he had asked Col. William W. Drummey to speak 
on the Father of Our Country. Col. Drummey’s remarks follow: 


“We are met here today in peace and in comfort, happy in the 
company of our Comrades, replete with the good things of life. We could 
not meet were it not for the courage, the tenacity and the ability of 
one man—George Washington. 

We owe a debt to him that it is altogether fitting and proper, here 
and now, that we acknowledge. : ; 

I am not going to portray his life, his military genius, his executive 
capacity—you know it better than I. 

I do want you to contemplate a facet of his character as expressed 
in a letter and in an address: 

He wrote to General Philip Schuyler, “We must make the best of 
mankind as they are, since we cannot have them as we wish.” 

He prophesied in an address to troops before a battle, “The time 
is near which must determine whether Americans are to be freemen 
or slaves; whether they are to have any property they can call their 
own; whether their homes are to be destroyed; whether they are to 
be consigned to a state of wretchedness. The fate of unbora millions 
will now depend, under God, on our courage and conduct.” 

These words could have been said in yesterday’s Senate by Senator 


Kennedy. 
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As Officers and gentlemen, we recognize our debt to a wealthy 
aristocrat who hazarded his all to serve his fellow citizens, to a general 
who fought with so little against so much, to a man of great moral 
courage in adversity, who cohered 13 feeble States—mewling and puking 
in their infancy—into the greatest power on earth today. 

We cannot equal or surpass him, but we can emulate him. This 
week has been proclaimed “Brotherhood Week.” Let us claim, under 
the Fatherhood of God, brotherhood with George Washington, as he, 
himself, was a child of God and therefore our brother. 

May we look up to that Older Brother, called to his Father, and, 
after the manner of children, try to be as like unto him as we can, so 
serving our Country and God. 

British Consul General Robert H. K. Marrett said he 
had spent most of the afternoon wondering what he was 
doing at a banquet honoring George Washington. He felt 
George had been instrumental in separating a splendid piece 
of Real Estate from the British Empire and he brought down 
the house when he stated “The British bore no ill will in 
the matter, and actually they never did burn Washington, it 
was Joan of Arc.” 

Mayor Hynes congratulated the Company on its work to 
restore Fanueil Hall, and said that the City needed many things 
including money. He said if the situation became acute he 
would send down to the Ancients for more, because he sus- 
pected they had it. 

The Mayor said it was a great solace and comfort to 
him to know in times of stress that he need only to look down 
School Street and ery “TO ARMS” and the Ancients would 
spring forth with sword and musket to make the City secure. 

Captain Murphy said, amid much laughter, he would 
discuss the City’s fiscal needs with the Ancients? Finance 
Committee. 

Lt. Governor Murphy spoke at some length on matters 
contemporary and historical, and closed with a statement 
that the Ancients “stood for the best of citizenship.” 

Gifts were presented to Lt. Gov. Murphy, and Admiral 
Snackenburg, who was leaving Boston, having completed his 
tour of duty in the First Naval District. 

The Benediction was pronounced by the Reverend Father 
Brock, National Guard Chaplain. 
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Coronet Louis CHartes ADAMS 


Born August 12, 1880 
Enrolled, April 7, 1980 


Captain Commander, 1941-1942 
Died, August 14, 1957 


Colonel Adams, the son of Louis C. and Cornelia B. 
Adams was born in Portland, Maine, and educated in the 
public schools of that city. 

While he was yet a boy, the Spanish-American War 
had started, and eager to take part he left school and, juggling 
his dates, succeeded in enlisting in Company E. of the First 
Maine Infantry, September 4, 1898. He was sent to the 
Phillipines with the United States Volunteers, 46th Infantry, 
and saw service in Bataan and Cavite, Provinces during the 
Phillipine Insurrection 1899-1901. In 1901 and 1902 he was 
a member of the Manila Police, Manila Pp. I. until his discharge. 

Ble was engaged in the skirmish at Barrio of Jelang, 
September 12, 1900. During this action he captured the flag 
of the Katipunan. He always regarded this as his most prized 
memento of the war, and which he and Mrs. Adams have kept 
framed in their home. In recognition of his service in the Phil- 
lipine Insurrection he was made 9x honorary member of the 
Bataan Club of New England in 1955. Fighting in far-away 
places he might have said with William Lloyd Garrison “My 
Country is the world, My Countrymen are all mankind.” 

Historians have given relatively little space and few 
words to the Spanish-American War, some regarding it as 
an unnecessary war, ill-fought and ill-directed, but it had 
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far-reaching aftereffects. It was the first war America had 
fought for humanity and the first one hundred percent volun- 
teer army the world had ever seen. The forced draft rush 
of the Battleship Oregon around the Cape, while too late to 
take part in the Battle of Santiago, laid the foundation for 
digging the Panama Canal by President Theodore Roosevelt. 
It was responsible for the first National Defense Act. It caused 
the abolition of yellow fever and discovered the cause of malaria. 
It furnished every Commander of World War I. It united 
the Nation, East, West, North and South into ONE. It 
was the first War the United States had fought on foreign soil. 


Colonel Adams joined the Ancient & Honorable Artillery 
Co. April 7, 1930. He came up the Line, Sergeant, Second 
Lieutenant, First Lieutenant, and became Captain, the highest 
honor the Company can bestow, June 1, 1941. The following 
year he was elected to membership in the Association of Past 
Commanders of the Ancient & Honorable Artillery Company. 
He thus joined the ranks of the Immortals of the Company, 
his portrait adorns secure in the annals of the Company, 
where barring accident or catastrophe they will remain for 
future generations. 


At the time of his Captaincy of the Company the Country 
was engaged in World War II. With the record of near disaster 
of the Shays Rebellion and the John Brown Foray during 
the period of the Civil War, Captain Adams felt the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company should be prepared to 
take part in defence of the State should a similar emergency 
arise while the regular armed forces of the State were away 
at War. As a result of such thinking a special meeting of the 
Company was called December 2, 1941 for the purpose of 
authorizing the formation of a State Guard Company within 
the Ancients, and to be a part of the Massachusetts State 
Guard Reserve, to be known as The First Special Headquarters 
& Service Company, M. S. G. Authority was granted, enlist- 
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ments were called for and more than a hundred men responded 
who through age, dependents, or other disqualifications had 
been unable to get into the regular service. After the necessary 
“screening” over fifty were accepted, the unit was uniformed, 
and equipped, an Ambulance was presented by the parent 
Company, regular drills were held, the Unit was alerted against 
any emergency and remained so until the end of the War when 
it was discharged with Major Adams as its ranking head. 

He had served as First Lieutenant during the Administra- 
tion of Captain Wallace D. Riddell. Captain Riddell had been 
ill and confined to home and hospitals much of the time. 
As a result many of his duties fell upon Lieutenant Adams 
who discharged those duties with his usual alacrity having 
the satisfaction of thinking it would be good training for 
his own year as Commander which it proved to be. 

For his Fall Field Day Tour of Duty he took the Com- 
pany to Montreal. This was the fifth visit of the Company 
to that City where it had been in 1887, 1900, 1920, and 1926. 
It is a tradition of the Company that Commanders always 
have a good Fall Field Day Tour of Duty and Colonel Adams 
lived up to that tradition. 

Of course the brightest star in his firmament was the 
formation of the State Guard Company. 

Unwilling to be a passive member of any organization 
to which he belonged he soon reached the highest echelons in 
all his activities. He joined the Engineers Club in 1933, was 
President in 1958, 1954, 1955, and a member of the Board 
of Governors from 1949 until June, 1957 when he resigned 
because of ill health. At that time he was made an Honorary 
Member of the Club. 

He was a successful business man, a merchandise broker 
in Boston for fifty years, New England manager of the 
American Druggists Syndicate, representative of the Schenley 
Distillers, the Rossville Alcohol Co. and the Dom Wine Co. For 
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the past fifteen years he had been Public Relations Manager 
of the Gilman Wholesale Drug Company. He had many and 
varied extra curricular activities to which he lent to the full 
his energy and talent for leadership. He was Commander of 
the Spanish War Veterans, Thomas Burnett Camp of Newton; 
Commander of the Vigan Outpost, National Army of the 
Phillipines. Honorary President of the New England Drug 
Exchange, Member of the Ten-of-Us Club, the Fusiliers Vet- 
eran Association, and the Republican Club of Massachusetts. 

It was inevitable that so friendly a man should have 
fraternal ties. He was a member of the St. John Episcopal 
Church of Newtonville. He was a 32nd Degree Mason, a 
member of Norumbega Lodge of Newtonville, Newton Lodge 
of Elks Aleppo Temple, AOM Shrine, Royal Order of Jesters 
No. 103. 

It was a sad yet prideful duty of the Company to accord 
him the final Honors due a soldier of the United States; the 
firing of the Volley and the sounding of Taps. Then the 
Adjutant stepped forward, saluted the Flag draped over the 
Casket, gently and with unhurried dignity folded it properly, 
turned and presented the Flag to Mrs. Frances Adams that 
she might ever be mindful of his great love for her and of 
the Flag of the United States and all it represents. 

So departed our Comrade and slowly departed his friends 
and loved ones with the echoing of the Bugle saying: “Soldier 
Rest. 

“To die is landing on some silent shore, 

Where billows never break, nor tempests roar; 

E’er well we feel the friendly touch, ’tis o’er.”

VISIT OF MAYFLOWER II CREW TO FANEUIL HALL 
July 20, 1957 


From an historical point of view, bearing in mind our 
close ties with London, the most interesting event in Captain 
Murphy’s year was the arrival at Plymouth of the Mayflower 
Il. 
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The Honorable Artillery Company of London dispatched 
an ancient Gorget by Captain Alan Villiers to be delivered to 
the Captain of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery in Boston, 
Massachusetts. 

It had been hoped that the ship would arrive on schedule 
so that Captain Villiers and members of his crew could be 
our guests on June Day, but the Gods of the Sea decreed other- 
wise, and Mayflower II arrived in July. 

As soon as practical after the arrival, Captain Walter 
J. Murphy arranged a reception and dinner for Captain 
Villiers and his company of adventurers. 

The Englishmen were delighted to be received in the 
“Cradle of American Liberty,” and Captain Murphy and his 
Staff had a most enjoyable time showing off the Armory 
and Military Museum. Many lively, but friendly, discussions 
on the conduct of Colonial government in the New World 
developed, and the English did much “second guessing” on 
the conduct of the Revolution. 

After the dinner the Mayflower crew was presented. At 
the Head Table, in addition to Captain Murphy, General 
Pereira and Lieutenant Dillon of the Ancients, were the fol- 
lowing guests:

London he presented the Gorget to Captain Murphy. Mr. 
Lowe pointed out that the Gorget had been used by the 
Honorable Artillery Company from 1714 to 1800.

Captain Villiers then spoke, and disregarding the micro- 
phone, he addressed the gathering in his Quarterdeck voice.

Because of the requirements of the City of Boston Art 
Commission, whose permission is necessary in order to make 
any changes in the Armory, it was decided to solicit bids, out- 
line the probable requirements to the bidding contractors, 
allow the Company to decide whether it wanted air condition- 
ing on the basis of these bids and then approach the Art Com- 
mittee. 

Five contractors were invited to bid. Two bid, two 
declined and one neither declined nor bid apparently feeling 
the requirements were too stringent. 

The lowest bidder was the Middlesex Engineering & 
Equipment Corporation at $11,900. Their proposal is to 
install two Westinghouse 10-ton water cooled units in the 
dressing room on the left at the top of the staircase in the 
rear of the hall, a 20-ton Marley Aquatower to be installed 
in the second belfry opposite the weather louvre and the dif- 
fusers to be placed in each of the overhead window areas, 
completely concealed. 

The wiring quotation is based on the present service in 
the building and would be increased if this service is not 
sufficient. 

The other bid was received from the A B C Electrical 
Company at $12,670. They propose to install two 10-ton horse 
power York Air Conditioning units, one in each dressing room 
at the top of the stairway, the water tower to be placed in 
the cupola and six diffusers to be placed in the centers of 
six squares in the ceiling. This bid makes no exception with 
regard to the electrical work.

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Since 1638, 320 years ago, the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company has been a colorful part of the Boston scene. Through fair 
days and foul, through flood and drought, the Ancients have never 
broken ranks. 

Indeed it is recorded that an occasional head was broken when the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company got together in solemn con- 
clave, or in just celebration. Of course, this is a base canard, becauSe 
all of Boston knows that the men of the Ancients are kindly, peaceful 
men, and like all true warriors, do their head smashing and battle only 
in battle against the common foe. And where were the men of the 
Ancients when the common foe showed their heads? They were facing 
front in solid phalanxes with the flag of our Country and the flag of 
Boston inspiring them to noble deeds and action. 

Oh, yes, in the long history of Boston the men of the Ancients have 
always marched in the vanguard. They have never flinched, they have 
never faltered. Perhaps because of the heat of the day, and the heavy 
burden, the heavy load they carried, they sweat a bit, and perhaps 
staggered a bit, but they never fuddled, they never floundered, and they 
never faltered; always going forward. They have never taken a back- 
ward step and never will take a backward step. And why should they? 
They are the pride and joy of Boston, men who know what it is to 
do a little high stepping or any back stepping. 

Seriously, let me observe that the old spirit of the old Ancients 
is still part of the warp and woof of the present day Ancients. The 
old Ancients loved our Country with a burning devotion and they loved 
Old Boston with a fiery fervor, and so do the Ancients of today. The 
Ancients of other years paid homage and gave reverence to the Creator 
of Mankind, and so do the Ancients of this day. 

They believed, the old Ancients, that that nation which does not 
have God as its guide is destined to be ruled by tyrants, and that 
is still the dogma of this Ancient Organization, with its gaze on the 
ancient traditions. 

Boston will change as the years go on, but only in its external 
aspects, Boston will be as it always haS been, and the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company will be gracious, gallant, and God-fearing 
as it always has been.

Carramn Murvnuy: The fourth toast, a special toast to 
our guests, will be responded to by his Excellency John Stow, 
who was the acting Governor of Jamaica when we were there 
on our Fall trip. 

Gentlemen, John Stow of Jamaica. (Applause) 

His Exceruency, Joun Srow: Your Excellency, Your Honor Captain 
Murphy, Members of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company, 
Gentlemen: 

I had a very clear invitation last night that I should not talk for 
very long. Today one of your Company, who shall be nameless, gave me 
a small token of esteem. On it was your motto, Facta non Verba, so I shall 
take the warning. 

A few months ago, Mr. Ring wrote the Governor at Kingston and 
found out I was coming to this beautiful city of Boston. He told me I was 
extremely lucky and would be treated very hospitably. That I feel was a 
masterpiece of understatement. I would like to thank you all so much for 
the wonderful welcome we have had ever since we set foot on the air- 
port the other day. . . 

When you held your Fall Field Day in Kingston, Jamaica, last 
September, I was privileged to be acting as Governor then, and I was 
very fortunate because it enabled me to make some firm friendships 
which have been very happy to renew in the past day or two, Notably, 
Captain Murphy was there in charge of a notable band of men, and I 
would like to say what wonderful ambassadors they were in Jamaica on 
that Field Day. (Applause) 

Perhaps I could just read a short message which Governor Blackburn 
sent up to be read out at this reception this evening. It is not very 
long and I will do it now. “It gives me great pleasure to send to the 
Captain-Commanding and Officers of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company a message of good will and greetings from Jamaica for your 
June Day celebration in Boston. For many years there has been close 
ties and trade and friendship between New England and the West Indies, 
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and these can be expected to grow closer now that the Federated West 
Indies has come into existence and moreover where travel has brought 
the beautiful West Indies only a few hours from your doorstep, so today 
Kingston and Boston can be regarded as good neighbors. I believe many 
of your Company were members of the party that was impressed by the 
charms of Jamaica when you paid your brief visit there last Fall. You 
made many good friends, and we hope you will be able to visit us more 
and you will be sure of receiving a warm and friendly welcome from us.” 
If I may, I will hand the message over to Captain Murphy. (Applause) 

During our short visit here we have seen a good deal, but perhaps, of 
all the things we have seen, the thing that thrilled us most was the 
wonderful ceremony in Faneuil Hall this afternoon, as one looked at the 
museum and one saw all manner of things, which one had heard and 
read about. One saw these wonderful old uniforms, perhaps some of 
them are a little less colorful now after the rain today, but yours indeed 
IBS great heritage nurtured down through the ages by patriotism and 
Service. 

I would like to congratulate all of your honorable Company on your 
perforinance this afternoon. It was carried out with precision in spite of 
very difficult. conditions,

ea e Company and the London Company. The Honorable Artillery 
; Be of London is known to you all, and I can assure you that they 
oo) forward very, very eagerly to your visits there and to the reciprocal 
visits which they make here from time to time. I myself know several 
of their members and I can vouch for that statement absolutely. Visits 
— as nase create an enormous amount of good will and understanding 
tere ena. nation and the British Commonwealth. Moreover, 
sg . inks in the chain of solidarity between the British and the 

ed tates of America, and who will doubt those links are of vital 
necessity to us all today. (Applause) 

I have always been told that a good speech is rather like a lady’s 
dress, it should be short enough to be interesting, but long enough to 
cover the principle items, I am not sure whether I have been interesting, 
and even less sure whether I have covered all the items I meant to 
cover this evening. But whatever I have omitted, I would like to say 
how profoundly grateful I am to you all for your welcome. Thank you 
a thousand times for your welcome. May God go with you, and come and 
see us in Jamaica again very soon. (Applause) 


Carrarmy Muneny: Gentlemen, just in front of me 
here we also have the son of His Excellency, John M. Stow, 
James Stow.

We have within our own group a good many fellows 
who really know what they are doing, but tonight we have 
chosen to respond to this fourth regular toast, to the Armed 
Forces, a comrade and Commanding Officer of the United 
States Army Base in Boston, Colonel Elmer B. Thayer. 


Coronet Evmer B. Tuayer: Captain-Commanding, Lieutenant- Goy- 
ernor Murphy, Governor Stow, your Honor the Mayor, Comrades and 
Friends: 

A toast to the Armed Forces of the United States might at first be 
thought to be intended for the active Army, Navy, Marine Corps, Air 
Force and Coast Guard, but in this country of ours we place so much 
dependence upon the reserve components of our services, that I am the 
spokesman not only for the active Army and the other active forces, but 
for the National Guard and all of our reserve components. 

In proposing the toast our Adjutant used the words, “A power for 
peace”. The secretary of defense several years ago elected that as the 
theme for our Amed Services objectives. There has been no reason to 
change that theme. The whole world knows this country really wants

peace, a peace in which the rights of nations, the rights of racial 
groups, and the rights of individuals are respected. All of America’s 
power is pointed toward such a peace. 

I am certain that if our top military leaders were here tonight to 
respond in person to this toast, General Maxwell Taylor of the Army, 
Admiral Burke of the Navy, General Tait of the Air Force, Admiral 
Richmond of the Coast Guard, each in his own way would tell you his 
service is dedicated to preserving America’s freedom, and when the chips 

~ are down, his men will come through with flying colors. 

I thank you. 


Carrars Murrny: Thank you, Colonel Thayer. And, 
Gentlemen, it shows we have some pretty good fellows in our 
own ranks, don’t we. (Applause) 

Before the next toast which is the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company, I would just like to say a few short words. 

. It is with a great deal of nostalgia that I stand here to- 
night at my last official function for this Company of ours. 
This has been one of the greatest honors which you comrades 
could have bestowed on me in my lifetime. The great tradi- 
tions of the Ancients as guarded by your past commanders 
set a watch lest the old conditions fail, indicated clearly the 
responsibility of the ranking officer of your command. During 
this past year, many outstanding events have taken place: The 
reception to Captain Villier and the crew of the MAY-

commemoration banquet for the first issue of the Paul Revere 
Stamp. The Lieutenants? reception has been outstanding, all 
of my sergeants? parties, the sergeants’ receptions to my staff 
and me for all of which I am very grateful. I wish to express 
my deep appreciation to my sergeants and in fact to all of my 
staff, without whose work and co-operation all of my efforts 
would have been in vain.

Boston, Massachusetts 


, Three hundred and nineteen years is but a fleeting second on the 
‘ace of eternity, but three centuries is a long time in the life of an 


organization, far longer than any organization is likely to survive unless 
it is worthy of survival. 


Today you are continuing a custom of many years; the colorful 
Parade, the drum-head election, the banquet tonight, this memorial 
Service has long been a part of this annual occasion. A tradition is 
being maintained, a custom is being observed and I would be the last 
to say that it is not good for us to perpetuate a tradition, to recall 
the honorable record of an organization such as this, and certainly to 
memorialize your dead is noble and right. The event is noteworthy, 
the purpose is most commendable, the association most enjoyable. May 
God’s blessing rest upon this service. 


Now let me tell you a story, a true story with a lesson to remember. 


Years ago a tourist traveling in Russia — it was in the days when 
a tourist could travel freely in Russia — a tourist noticed a soldier 
standing guard at a certain spot. But the spot seemed of no importance. 
It was only a small plot of ground covered with weeds and tangled 
vines. The tourist asked the people who lived nearby the reason for 
the guard. No one could tell him. Nor did the soldier himself know 
why he had been detailed to walk his post in this out-of-the-way spot. 
Curious, the tourist investigated and after a lengthy search found the 
reason. Years before Catharine, Empress of Russia, rode by this spot 
and noticed a beautiful rose bush in full bloom. She ordered a guard 
placed there to protect it, and naturally her order was obeyed. Before 
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long the flowers were gone, but the guard remained. In time the rose 
bush died and was forgotten. But still the command of the empress 
was carried out, and year after year a soldier walked that post, guard- 
ing —he knew not what. 


This service is a solemn occasion. It is a traditional event rich in 
significance and sacred in purpose. It is right that we should be here. 
It is good for us to remember. We can do no less; we must do more. 
We must be on guard — and we must know what we are guarding. 


Like a dread pestilence the atheism and arrogance of a militant 
communism spreads over the face of the earth. We have no choice 
but to meet its challenge in the only way it seems to understand. 


We are a peace loving people, but we will not accept peace at any 
price. Our Master, from His cross where they had nailed Him, prayed 
for forgiveness for His enemies. But there was a day when He found 
His Father’s house being made “a den of thieves,” when that which was 
sacred and precious was being made a mockery by grasping merchants 
and money-changers, and He who would not lift a finger to save His 
own life, fashioned a whip of cords and in blazing righteous wrath drove 
them out, not with words but with the sting of a lash. That they 
could understand. 


We have the duty of guarding, not alone our shores and our 
citizens, but also the principles that are an integral, vital part of our 
nation. And we cannot compromise those principles. They are America. 

I remember the pity, perhaps mixed with contempt, that I felt 
for a civilian worker with my outfit in France (second trip!). He was 
a likeable, well educated chap who somehow had kept out of the armed 
service. When the war started he worked with the French. When the 
Germans over-ran France, he went to work just as diligently for the 
Germans. When I asked him how he could shift his allegiance from 
friend to foe his reply was very simple: “A man must live.” Must he? 
And what is living worth if a man buy his life at the price of betrayal 
of that in which he believes Is the compromise worth it? “What doth 
it profit a man if he gain the whole world and lose his own soul?” 

Three crosses on a hill “outside a city wall.” There hung One who 
might have lived had He compromised His mission, His hope, His dream. 
If He had recanted, just a little; if He had yielded to the urging of 
his devout but sometimes mistaken disciples and not gone to Jerusalem 
that last week, Jesus might have lived — but Christianity would never 
have been born, Through the ages the lesson has been inescapeable — 
there can be no compromise with evil. Against such compromise in 
any guise, some sincere and well meant, some deceivingly disarming, we 
must ever be on guard. 
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ON ACCEPTING OUR RESPONSIBILITY 
Tezt: “It is your Father’s good pleasure to give you the kingdom.” 


We are now face to face more starkly than ever before in this gen- 
eration with the fact of our individual responsibility. The strength 
of our form of government comes in the individual’s personal responsi- 
bility for its operation. And as citizens we are committed beyond the 
people of any other nation to accepting our individual responsibility. 


But religiously and politically, individually and nationally, the trend 
is toward evading individual responsibility. Of many deeds, men say 
excusingly and comfortingly, “Everybody does” and they and we imagine 
that we are excused thereby from being one of those who does not. 
In America there is constant growing testimony about moral disintegra- 
tion. But there is an unreality about the indignation we express, be- 
cause no one of us accepts the fact that part of the blame roots in our 
neglect of our responsibility to see that community and country are well 
governed, and life well and decently ordered. At this point spiritual 
apathy threatens the foundations of our democracy, and can possibly 
mean the end of our institutions in their present form. 


Several years ago a widely-read article appeared entitled, “Crime 
in a Small Town.” The most appalling thing in the article was the 
Teaction of so-called “good” people toward the existence of crime in 
their community. The ex-director of public safety had been sent to 
jail for taking graft, and then the town installed him as Secretary 
of the Board of Trade. Men who had attempted to lift the level of 
the life of the community were being ostracized by ordinary citizens 
who feared that siding with them might bring difficulty. Individual 


citizens would not stand up for decency and he counted, and take the 
consequences, 


When you and I find ourselves tending to upbraid government, or 
to look with contempt at people caught in the meshes of the law, let 
us ask just what responsibility we ourselves have for any such condi- 
tions about which we speak. 


George Jean Nathan well said, “Bad officials are elected by good 
citizens who do not vote.” It is far easier to sit at home and up- 
braid the public or the government or the anonymous “they” than to 
be a concerned individual. 


We in America who profess to be so opposed to totalitarian ways 
fail to recognize where lies our basic strength. We would place our 
safety in stock piles of materials and of atomic bombs. We think that 
American industrial genius and_ scientific achievement will save us.

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We could not be more deeply wrong. The greatest difference between 
us and our enemies, and it is the saving difference, rests in ideas that 
have taken hold upon the minds of certain individual men and women 
these past two thousand and more years; ideas in the Old and New 
Testaments about integrity and justice and honesty and truth and 
goodness and responsibility. The crucial battle will be fought in the 
areas of character and of assumed personal responsibility. We could 
defeat any enemy in the world on the basis of physical strength, at 
enormous cost to him — and to us; but it would be a lost battle if 
we do not accept our own responsibility for the quality and character 
of the life of ourselves and of other people. 


Bonaro Overstreet, apparently speaking to the cynic who questions 
the part that the individual can play; puts it in these words. 


“You say the little efforts that I make, 
will do no good; 

they never will prevail 

to tip the hovering scale 

where justice hangs in balance. 


I don’t think 
I ever thought they would. 


But I am prejudiced beyond debate 
in favor of my right to choose which side 
shall feel the stubborn ounces of my weight.” 


There is another unhappy pattern, the pattern of assuming that 
we are caught in events which we ourselves cannot handle, and that we 
have no responsibility for ourselves or for our future. This is a 
surrender to the power of evil, and a surrender to the totalitarian 
idea that the individual must always be a creature of society and the 
tate. 


There are few more dangerous ideas in our time than this kind of 
evasion with its acceptance both of the idea of the deadly inevitability 
of events, and of the idea that only government can meet our needs. 
As individuals we have a God-given hand in shaping our future. Our 
destiny is not of necessity determined for us! 


As responsible individuals we can never allow ourselves to be beaten 
down by such phrases as ‘What’s the use?’; ‘There is nothing we can 
do about it’; ‘It will all be the same one hundred years from now’; 
‘This always has been, and so it always will be.’ You and I are asked 
both by our democracy and by our religious faith to take a stand against 
this kind of defeatism. Events are not beyond our power to control. 
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And we cannot slough off on the government what we as individuals 
should and must do. 

The Christian faith that has nurtured and nourished the best of 
our democratic traditions has always insisted on the infinite value of 
the individual, it has never regarded the individual as lost in the mass, 
and it has refused to grant the final defeat of the good. When you and 
I accept our responsibility to be individuals, sons of God in the best 
sense of that word, we will find an accession of power such as we 
have never had before. While the claims and powers of individuality 
seem to be dying out in this modern world, you and I are called to 
be the people to rescue for ourselves and others an understanding of 
the power and the responsibility of the individual. 

Why did Lenin say that Communism and the class struggle can 
never succeed “until the myth of God is removed from the mind of 
man.” Because man, ss a son of God, is an individual of infinite worth, 
accepting his God-given individual responsibility, and as such an in- 
dividual he cannot be manipulated as a piece of wood by any party or 
by any government. We are committed to the belief that God Himself 
has placed part of the responsibility for the fulfillment of His purpose 
upon our shoulders. And He asks us, as individuals first, and then a3 
individual joining hand with other individuals, to take our stand on 
behalf of His righteousness and justice and peace, as opposed to evil 
and destruction. Lenin knew that as long as men believed this, the way 
of life that he and his group advocated could make no advance. But 
when men abandon that belief, they fall victims to the totalitarian way. 
And when in dullness or in insensitivity we abandon or neglect this 
precious part of our religious and political heritage, we are simply making 
it possible — indeed, inevitable, — for the totalitarian idea to take 
over. So, we cannot here be false to our best! 


It is difficult to accept the responsibility that we feel we should 
accept before God and before our fellows. It is no easy counsel that 
I give when I say that as individuals we must never permit ourselves 
to dally with compromise, with evasion, moral disintegration or with 
the evil, to dally with indifference or with apathy; and when I urge 
upon us that we fulfill our individual responsibility under God for our best. 


One of the classic examples of this difficulty facing us, of the fact 
that at times people may not understand why we choose a minority 
position or a position arrayed against all our friends or against all our 
business associates, because we have caught a vision of the good, comes 
from the days of the beginning of this country. One of the great citizens 
of that period was John Adams from neighboring Quincy. In Catherine 
Bowen’s memorable book, John Adams and The American Revolution, 
there is this fascinating incident: 
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“After court one July day at Falmouth, Jonathan Sewall had 
taken John Adams aside, invited him to walk on the hills 
above the sea ... ‘John,’ Sewall had said, ‘I want to talk to 
you about Philadelphia. About this Congress, this grand gesture, 
this venture you are about to embark on . .. I wish you 
would not go. I wish it deeply, sincerely, and I hope you will 
listen to me, for old friendship’s sake. I won’t repeat that you 
will ruin your career, nor that men of property and standing 
are not on your side. I am aware such an argument carries no 
weight with you. 


“What I desire you to see, to look at clearly, with no rosy 
mist before your eyes, is the actual situation. Britain’s power 
is secure, irresistible. She will never alter her system. For ten 
years and longer, you and your friends have been trying to 
make her alter it. She has not moved an inch. Your faction 
will drive this country to a civil war. And where will your 
Sons of Liberty be then, before the fleets and armies of an 
empire? I don’t speak of: your personal safety, the safety of 
your wife and children. But your country — what will happen 
to it? Think of this, my friend. Think of it well. You will 
tear your country apart, rend it in two, set brother against 
brother.’ 


“He had turned to John, looked directly at him. ‘I use large 
words — war... duty ... patriotism. But it is your own 
welfare I have at heart today, my old friend. James Bowdoin 
has withdrawn from the delegation. You can withdraw too, 
without shame or apology. There is still time.’ 


“John had been profoundly moved. There was no questioning 
his friend’s sincerity, the disinterestedness of his motive. The 
two men sat silent. Words struggled upward in John, words 
born of long and bitterest thought, of painful doubt and in- 
decision. Yet he could not speak. Sewall would not understand 
. . . From far below, the sound of surf came faintly. War... 
their country’s peril . . . the setting of brother against brother 
. . . Not one of these questions but John had put to his Maker 
again and again, alone on his knees in his chamber. Did Jonathan 
not know, could he not sense how awful had been the struggle 
that brought him to decision? ‘I go mourning in my Heart all 
the Day long, though I say nothing,’ John had written. I feel 
this country submit, what infamy and ruin! Death in any form 
is less terrible! 


“Around the northern headland a sail appeared, and another. 
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The fishing fleet was coming home. John got up, took a few 
steps and halted before his friend. He felt no anger, only a 
deep sadness, the sense of loss. ‘Jonathan,’ he said, ‘you make 
it very hard. You strive for my salvation in your own way, 
and I thank you. But between your way and mine there is 
a gulf as wise as .. .” — John flung out an arm — ‘an ocean. 
I am going to the Congress with my friends’ He repeated it, 
‘With my friends.’ 

“Sewall rose instantly. Both men knew it was the end. Yet 
neither held out his hand. As though by agreement they parted, 
going separate ways down the hill to the town.” 


It is often hard to accept our responsibility! But will you note 
one very significant thing: John Adams had been taking his problem to 
his Maker. And it is that relationship which most of us forget when we 
think of the burden of our individual responsibility. The Creator Father 
who placed on us the burden of our responsibility never expected that 
we would endeavor to carry it unaided. He has said that there is power 
available, sufficient to enable us to carry the burden of doing the right 
thing, at no matter what the cost. Always at hand there is One Who 
is our God and our Father, and He will enable us to do the things that 
of ourselves we could never do. 


When Jesus said, “Seek ye first the Kingdom of God,” another 
promise went along with it, it was the promise that there would be 
Power to aid us in the seeking. It is not enough that we should have 
high ideals and noble purposes or a code of ethics. These in themselves 
are all to the good, but they are not sufficient. It is at this point 
that religion makes its most significant contribution to the field of human 
conduct. Our religion brings us into the presence of a knowing, loving, 
caring God, and it says that in that presence we can find the power to 
enable us to accept and to carry our individual responsibility. And 60, 
when we accept our individual responsibility for a better life, for a new 
spirit in our homes, for integrity in business or in government, we find 
that we have become fellow-workers with God, bearing our individual 
witness in a mass society.
